That committee 
fouM, too, that the recent Improvement In hous¬ 
ing conditions was due mainly to the fact that 
famlUea art amaUer than formerly. A London 
pubUeattem, Social Credit, aaya the average in¬ 
come of the Swedish wage earner la 1425 a year 
and more than half of them earn leas than $250. 
Social Credit bellevet the conclusion is Ineacap-

ECONOMIC THBORfES 

Sir.—Frees editorials on the sub¬ 
ject of ecooomioe appear to be try- 
tn^to reeoncue two different points 
of view, an understanding of which 
may account for the emerg e nce of 
new political groups whose object is 
to obtain a greater measure of 
economic freedom. 

TTie first type. eeseotisUy that of 
the engineer and posilMy of pro- 
ducen generatly see clearly that 
irtiat the economic sltuaU^ de- 
ouuxis is the prod u ct km ef more 
material things—food, clothes and 
shelter 

Tlils proMCm presents no diffiaUty 
to them as their work is largely 
baaed on overcoming physical oh- 
Stacies. Able to produce to the limit 
they are prevented from doing so 
and fail to see any ludd reason why 
tbelr production should be destroyed 
or restricted to the interests of price 
when human needs go unmet. They 
are consequently irritated by the 
anachronism of poverty, which they 
so clearly see Is purely artificial. Th 
them acOuliUea arc what onunt. and 
any obstacle to distribution doe* not 
appeal to their reason. Insensibly 
they estimate the resl credit oT the 
people or thetr sbibty to deliver 
goods snd services ss. when and 
j where required. TTiey tee only the 
available man-tiower. the skill, the 
■mch(>>«TT. the materials are the 
need, and marvel why they canxM>t 
make use of theee at once without 
waiting indeflnlMy. TTm deep piy- 
cholog lcal effect of this frustrated 
effort Is not usually a w Ne cla ted. 

The other type sees In the produc¬ 
tion system, not Its physical aspect 
but the necessity for schlevtof a 
flnanclsl res>ilt snd for sdherence to 
scoepted accountancy. Hers are 
usually found bankers, stockhold- 
ers and accountants, but there are 
also some morattsCs who seek to 
maintain certain kinds of govern¬ 
ment as being more easily msnsged. 

TTie outlook of this type Is con¬ 
cerned more with finsndal thsn real 
credit To them money inug|; be de¬ 
livered as. where and when i^ilred. 
-ZB other words tndustry o the m- 
gtneer Is ill right If It produces 
goods with a minimum of effort, but 
to the aMountancy mind, tt Is an 
light only If It pays. The physical 
rasult U mad* lo depend on what 
is financially desirable. The en¬ 
gineer sees money as only neceMiry 
-ta oUaiit aecees to the producU of 
Industry snd so keep tha IsUer fully 
occupied—money to him hss more 
of a dynamic or cooiinerclal value 
than a eiatlc or ao eountan cy one! ~
